Montgomery County Executive Marc Elrich and Council President Nancy Navarro signed a joint proclamation launching
United States 2020 Census outreach activities in Montgomery County. Navarro is also serving as the chair of the
Complete Count Committee of Montgomery. The Census Bureau's goal is to provide a complete and accurate count of the
entire population every 10 years. The count officially begins on April 1, 2020. The Census Bureau's primary mission is
conducting the U.S. Census every 10 years, which allocates the seats of the U.S. House of Representatives to the states
based on their population and influences the allocation of federal funds each year. This helps states and local jurisdictions
make informed decisions such as where to build and maintain schools, hospitals, transportation infrastructure, and public
safety departments. Montgomery County's theme for the 2020 integrated partnership and communications campaign is
"Everyone Counts in Montgomery." The Office of Community Partnerships is leading the County's 2020 Census
outreach efforts to ensure an accurate, fair and inclusive count.

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Public Hearing on PEPCO Rate Increase

The Maryland Public Service Commission will hold a public comment hearing in Montgomery County due to the request
by the Potomac Electric Power Company (Pepco) to increase its electric distribution rates by nearly $29.3 million. The
proposed rates would result in an increase of $3.51 on the monthly bill of the average residential customer. See the
electronic docket file for Case No. 9602 for more information. Pepco serves 578,000 customers in Montgomery and
Prince George’s counties.

About the Public Service Commission: The Maryland Public Service Commission regulates electric and gas utilities, telephone
companies (land lines), certain water and sewer companies, passenger motor vehicle carriers for hire (sedans, limousines, buses,
Uber, Lyft), taxicab companies (in Baltimore City and County, Cumberland and Hagerstown) and bay pilot rates.
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Citizen Advisory Boards to Host Capital Improvements Program (CIP) Budget Forums

Residents and groups are invited to provide input into the County’s next six-year capital construction budget by attending
public forums that will be held this spring by local citizen advisory boards. The forums will help define construction and
planning priorities for the various regions in the County as officials develop the Fiscal Years 2021 to 2026 Capital
Improvements Program (CIP) budget.

The CIP includes costs for new, or renovated, major projects such as roads; public schools and Montgomery College
facilities; water and sewer lines; parks, libraries, health and recreation facilities; and other public buildings and projects.

for 1-495 and I-270 at MDOT/SHA Workshop

The Maryland Department of Transportation (MDOT) and the State Highway Administration (SHA) are taking the next
steps in studying proposed alternatives for 1-495 and [-270 by holding a total of seven public workshops in Montgomery
and Prince George’s County in April and May. Four of the workshops—where residents can learn more about the
alternatives and make comments to planners—were scheduled to be held in Montgomery County. The other workshops
were held in the past few weeks in Rockville, Bethesda, and Silver Spring.

Each workshop includes two identical one-hour presentations at which the MDOT SHA team will guide attendees through
the displays, handouts and interactive and hard copy maps. The workshops will provide an overview of where the
proposed projects currently stand.

The study limits for the first project will extend along 1-495 from south of the American Legion Bridge to west of Maryland
Route 5 and along 1-270 from 1-495 to 1-370, including the east and west 1-270 spurs.
